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37th Strawberry 
Festival comes 
to Belleville

Belleville’s National Strawberry Festival 
has come every Father’s Day week end 
since 1976 and it’s back again starting 
Friday. 

The event is put on by the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce as its big fundraiser 
for the season, as 
well as St. Anthony 
Catholic Church. 

There are two 
midways for carnival 
rides, one at St. Anthony Church, which 
begins on Thursday at 5 p.m., and one on 
Main Street near Fifth Street that opens on 
Friday. 

Before Saturday’s parade, from 8 to 11 
a.m., the Belleville Rotary Club puts on a 
pancake breakfast at the Belleville High 
School Commons (formerly the cafeteria). 
Adults are $7 and kids under 10 are $6. 
There are dollar-off coupons around town 
to use at the breakfast. 

The big parade starts at 11 a.m. on 
Saturday at Belleville High School and 
steps out onto West Columbia Avenue 
heading towards Five Points and then 
down Main Street right through the middle 
of all the vendors’ booths. 

The parade ends at the grandstand near 
the Belleville Area Museum, where the 
units are announced and prizes awarded. 

There are hundreds of vendors and arts 
and crafts people at the festival, with crafts 
people coming from all over the state. The 
Belleville Central Business Community 
has juried almost 300 booths of crafts 
persons. 

Besides Main Street, there are a lot 
of activities at St. Anthony’s, Trinity 
Episcopal, and Belleville Presbyterian 
churches. 

Guests can use the free and convenient

The body of Demont Harris, 40, of Van 
Buren Township was pulled from Belleville 
Lake at about 8:05 p.m. Saturday after a 
two-hour search by dive teams. 
He was located in 19 feet of water about 
100 feet from shore. 
Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro said VBT received a 911 call at 5:27 
p.m. from a boater on Belleville Lake who 
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said a boat occupied by two males had 
capsized in the lake and one man was still 
missing. 

Lt. Floro said police and fire units were 
sent to the south side of the lake, in the area 
of E. Huron River Drive and Martinsville 
Road. 

Also on hand were VBT and Wayne 
County Marine Divisions, the VBT and 
Wayne County Dive Teams, and Huron

School Board OKs 
half-million dollars 
to redo classrooms 


It’s getting toward the end of the $79 
million BHS building project — and what to 
do with almost $1 million left over? 

On Monday, the School Board voted 
unanimously to spend $507,092 to renovate 
five of the new classrooms to change them 
into 2 student lounges, 2 learning centers 
and 1 Einstein Room. 

There is about $400,000 more left for 
additional technology. Then, we should be 
done. 

School Board Vice President Martha Toth 
said they were grateful that “the voting 
public was willing to take on this expense 
in the middle of a recession,” referring to 
the vote to build a new BHS. 

But, voters had no idea how much they 
would get. Because of the recession, the bids 
for construction were lower than anticipated 
and so there was more money to spend. 

Architect John David called the project 
“more good news,” adding he’s never 
worked on a new high school where there 
was some reserve left over. He said the 
Milan Center for Media Studies opened the 
same day as BHS and the upgrades at BHS 
are based on ideas from Milan. 

The renovated areas will be full of windows 
and soft furniture — and technology galore, 
126 new data drops for example. There 
will be card access to the rooms for some 
control. Wind tunnels, high-speed cameras, 
lots of monitors. “It’s really cool. It’ ll make 
kids want to come to high school,” David 
said.

Help me solve a mystery 
at Van Buren Park 


To the Editor: 

I would like to ask your readers to help 
solve a mystery in Van Buren Park. I 
don’t know when or how it happened, or 
who is responsible, but I feel compelled 
and, yes, obligated to find someone who 
can shed some light on this mysterious 
disappearance. 

Upon Elton Gollwitzer’s retirement 
as Supervisor of Van Buren Township, 
those of us who were very much involved 
in accepting the “gift” of the 101-acre 
Belleville Lake and park from Detroit 
Edison wanted to show the township’s 
appreciation for Supervisor Gollwitzer’s 
tireless pursuit. 

In the early 1970s, Supervisor Gollwitzer 
was presented with a retirement gift which 
was supposedly a permanent reminder of 
the man who was most responsible for 
“accepting” Belleville Lake and park. 
Anyone still living will probably recall, as 
I vividly can, the many, many extra hours 
and after-work meetings that were held in 
the township endeavoring to convince those 
residents who voiced a strong opposition to 
the acceptance of this “gift” from Detroit 
Edison. 

Finally, Supervisor Gollwitzer convinced 
the opposition with a majority to vote 
in favor of acceptance, adding: To vote 
against the acceptance, you must know it is 
a very valuable piece of real estate and we 
should accept it. 

In the early 1970s, those of us who voted 
in favor of accepting the “gift” of the lake 
and park wanted to show our appreciation 
to Supervisor Gollwitzer by erecting a 
permanent structure with his name on it. 
As a retirement gift to him, we honored 
him with two, about 5’ brick columns, 
connected in the center with a wooden sign:

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VAN BUREN PARK, and the right side 
brick column (when facing the structure) 
contained the bronze plaque dedication 
honoring Supervisor Elton Gollwitzer. 

I have a photo taken of this structure with 
Mr. Gollwitzer leaning on the middle sign. 
I have shown this picture to those now in 
the recreation department and talked to 
many others who I thought might possibly 
shed some light on the disappearance of 
this memorial dedication. 

But to no avail — it has disappeared and 
NO ONE seems to know WHY or WHO.

Mary gave birth to Christopher Alan making the 
family complete with three sons. The Boyds 
embraced the American life, but never forgot 
their roots, taking yearly pilgrimages to the 
beautiful Haliburton Highlands of Ontario. 
When Bernard and Mary moved to Belleville, 
there was no Presbyterian Church in the 
community, so they set out to establish the 
Belleville Presbyterian Church. Mary is the first 
and Bernard is the second member listed in the 
church registry. 

In 1963, Bernard founded his own spectrographic 
company, Angstrom, and Mary worked as his 
office administrator for 15 years. She then 
retired and set out to look for a spot where she 
and Bernard could retire and spend their winters. 
She soon settled on South Padre Island, TX. For 
many years, they would spend their winters in 
southern Texas and return to Haliburton in the 
summers. After Bernard’s death in 1994, Mary 
continued her life in Texas with many friends, 
visits from family, and the beautiful beaches 
and sunshine of the island.

Four women charged in 
prostitution get court 
date delayed to July 3

= The four women charged in alleged 
prostitution activities at the Holistic Touch 
& Gifts shop in Van Buren Township had 
their preliminary exams postponed until 9 
a.m., July 3, at 34" District Court. 

On June 5, Seymour C. Schwartz, attorney 
for Kimberly Qualls and Lena Worrell, 
told District Court Judge David Parrott 
that he would like a 30-day adjournment 
to give him time to review a large patch of 


discovery evidence. 

Schwartz also said he is putting together 
letters to the Prosecutor seeking a resolution 
of the charges. 

Amanda Wolford’s attorney Joseph 
Delaurentiis and Andrea Romano’s 
attorney Stephen Schwartz agreed with 
the adjournment, giving them time, also, 
to review the extensive discovery and to 
do plea negotiations with the Prosecutor’s 
office. 

All four women waived their right to 
have their preliminary exam within a 14- 
day period. 

Judge Parrott said all four bonds were 
continued. Each woman had a bond of 
$5,000 set at her arraignment. Qualls posted

Question from Judith in Belleville: I am 
shopping for a home to purchase and made 
a couple of offers that were not accepted. I 
wrote the offers with two different real estate 
firms. One of the real estate companies had an 
additional fee for me to pay to their company, 
called a transaction fee of $350, in their 
purchase agreement. I questioned the agent why 
I was paying a fee and wasn’t the seller paying 
them a commission? 

The agent said that the fee was an extra Broker 
fee to the company, that I had to pay, for using 
their services. Since my offer was not accepted, 
I did not have to pay the additional fee. 

My questions are: What exactly is this 
additional fee? Does a Buyer have to pay it? 
With all the closing costs banks charge today, 
a Buyer should not have to pay an extra fee for 
using a Realtor to buy a home. 

Answer: The additional fee is called many 
different names by the different Real Estate 
brokerages that are charging the fee. Examples: 
transaction fee, compliance fee, records fee, 
processing fee, etc. Also, these fees can be 
lower or higher amounts, depending on the 
company. The Real Estate firm that charges the 
fee receives the fee at Closing and normally 
applies it to their General Account fund for 
expenses. Some Real Estate Broker firms do 
NOT charge any fee to the buyer. If you do 
not want to pay this fee, you do not have to. 
Be sure to let the agent know, before signing 
the purchase offer, and see if the Brokerage will 
waive it, in writing. 

When shopping for a Realtor you should check 
if there is any upfront fees or purchase offer fees

We must 
face our loss and allow our grief to be 
recognized and acknowledged for what it 
is. One must give themselves permission to 
work through the many feelings associated 
with their grief. 

While it may be very painful to face 
your reality, discussing it with someone 
who understands will help you through 
it. Remember only you can do the work 
that grief demands, but you don’t have to 
do it alone. 

Compassionate grief support is available 
for you, free through the Brown Funeral 
Home at the Brown Family Center.

voted unanimously to approve him for the 
position. 

The appointment is expected to be 
approved by Bay Mills Community College 
and National Heritage Academy, which 
manages the charter school. 

Johnson, 46, attended the Keystone 
meeting and the vote was taken after he 
left. He will be replacing former State Rep.
